1. In view of the allowability of claims 1 and 12 , claims 8-1 1 and 16-19 previously 
withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a nonelected species have been rejoined, the 
restriction requirement made in Paper No. 10 is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an optical micro- 
electromechanical device comprising a substrate and a mirror assembly including a torsional 
beam attached to said substrate, a cantilever having one end attached to said torsional beam and 
another end supporting a mirror head, a connector attached to said substrate and a counter weight 
attached to said connector, wherein said substrate and said mirror assembly forms a Fabry-Perot 
cavity.
